CHAPTER  OCCCXCV. 

An  let  lt>  Incorporate  "The  Village  Of 

Irvington,"  in  the  Township  df  Clinton, 

and  CoUnty  of  Esa**x. 

1.  fee  it  eracted  by  the  Senate  and  Gen¬ 
eral  Asaembly  of  the  State  of  New  Jeraey, 
That  nil  that  part  of  the  county  of  Essex 
contained  within  the  following  limits,  ttfwtir 
beginning  at  a  monument  planted  by  the 
com  mission  era  to  lay  out  streets  iu  the  city 
of  Newark  on  the  westerly  side  of  Mont- 
gomeiy  avenue  or  Twentieth  street,  and  at  a 
corner  in  the  division  line  l>et»e«D  the  city 
and  township;  thence  nmuing  easterly  along 
the  boundary  line  between  said  city  and 
township  to  a  point  midway  between  Nine¬ 
teenth  li  and  Twentieth  alreets;  thence  run¬ 
ning  southerly  in  a  straight  line  between 
Nineteen tii  fe  and  Twentieth  streets,  and 
between  Nineteenth  B  and  Nineteenth  C 
streets,  and  so  a»  to  run  midway  betwreeu 
Nineteenth  B  and  Nineteenth  C  streets  to  a 
point  on  that  line  midway  between  Prospect 
and  Goldsmith  avenues  ;  thence  westerly 
and  midway  between  said  Prospect  and 
Goldsmith  avenues  to  a  point  on  that  line 
midwav  between  Thirty-ninth  and  Fortieth 
stieets;  and  thence  northeasterly  midway 
between  Thirty-ninth  and  Foitieth  streets 
to  the  bonndary  line  between  South  Orange 
and  Clinton  townships;  thence  northeasterly 
on  the  last  named  boundary  line  to  the.  line 
of  the  city  of  Newark;  and  thence  southerly 
along  said  city  line  to  the  place  of  beginning 
be  and  the  same  is  beieby  formed  into  a 
village  corporate  to  be  designated  and 
known  os  ‘  The  Villftge  of  Irvington.” 

GENERAL  RIGHTS. 

2.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  all  the  iphab- 

'ttoats  of  this  state  residing  w  ithin  such  lim¬ 
its,  and  their  successors  are  hereby  consti¬ 
tuted  and  continued  a  body  politic  aud  cor¬ 
porate.  iu  fact  and  in  law,  by  the  name  of 
•*  The  Village  of  Irvington.”  and  by  that 
name  shall  and  may  have  perpetual  succes- 
Mcm,  and  shall  in  addition  to  the  rights, 
.privileges,  and  immunities  granted,  and  the 
duties  and  obligations  imposed  by  this  act, 
be  entitled  to  all  the  rights,  privileges,  and 
immunities  conferred,  and  imposed  by  the 
J»w«  of  this  state,  upon  the  inhabitant^  of 
tht  several  townships  thereof,  so  far  as  the 
same  are  consistent  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act. 

41  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  said  cor¬ 
poration  by  the  suid  name  of  “The  Village 
•  of  Irvington,”  shall  and  may  be  capable  of 
■-«uing  aud  being  sued,  pleading  aud  being 
daapieaded,  answering  and  being  answered 
unto,  defending  or  being  di  fended  in  all 
«aurts  and  places  whatsoever,  in  all  manner

To  regulate,  clean  and  keep  In  repair  all  streeta 
or  avenues  in' said  village  (except  such  as  shall  be  under 
the  control  fcthe  Essex  public  road  board) ;  to  regu¬ 
late  and  keepfin  repair  all  crosswalks  and  gutters  ;  to 
prevent  and  remove  all  obstructions  on  the  same,  in- 
eluding  snow.  Ice  aad  dirt ;  fo  encourage  and  regulate 
Uie  planting.  reariBg.  trimming  and  preserving,  and  to 
prohibit  the  removal  or  destruction  of  shade  trees,  and 


cafttlldoteA  voted  for  in  said  election,  and 
shall  make  out,  under  their  hands,  a  certifi¬ 
cate  of  the  result,  and  shall  within  three 
d«ya  after  such  eU-ctiqn,  delivrr  said  certifi¬

of  such  cun  vans  or  election  shall  within  five 
days  thereafter,  be  entered  upon  the  record 
of  the  proceedings  of  suid  board  of  trustees, 
and  also  be  certified,  under  the  hands  of 
the  president  aud  village  clerk,  to  the  clerk 
of  the  court  of  common  pleos  of  said  comity 
for  preservation  in  the  files  i»f  his  office  and 
als<>  bs  posted  iu  five  places  in  the  village 
of  Irvington. 

8.  Aud  be  it  enacted,  That  the  village 
clerk  and  village  treasurer  before  entering 
upon  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices 
shall  severally  make  and  execute  their  bonds 
to  tlie  village  of  Irvington  for  the  true  and 
faithful  performance  of  their  duties,  in  such 
forms  and  for  such  sums  and  with  such 
sufficient  freehold  securities  as  the  suid  board 
of  trustees  shall  direct  and  require,  to  the 
amount  of  not  less  than  twenty  thousand 
dollars  eueb;  and  the  bonds  so  given,  after 
having  been  approved  by  tbe  bourd  of  trus¬ 
tees  shall  be  filed  iu  the  office  of  the  county 
clerk  and  may  be  sued  upon  and  prosecuted 
in  the  same  manner  or  as  nearly  so  as  the 
circumstances  will  permit,  or  the  bouds  of 
like  officers  are  or  may  be  unuer  any  other 
law  or  laws  of  this  state.

OFFICERS. 

4.  And  be  it  enacted,  Tkat  the  officers  of 
(lie  said  village  shall  be  a  president  aud  four 
trustees,  who  together  shall  couteitute  aud 
be  known  as  the  board  of  trustees;  a  village 
clerk,  who  shall  be  clerk  of  the  board  of 
trustees,  and  a  village  treasurer,  who  shall 
severally  be  elected  by  ballot  by  the  legal 
voters  resident  withiu  the  bounds  aforesaid 
Irom  the  freeholders  and  legal  voters 
resident  within  said  bounds,  and  by 
a  plurality  of  votes,  aud  shall  hold  office  for 
one  year,  and  when  duly*elected  aud  quali¬ 
fied  shall  continue  in  office  until  their  terms 
of  office  shall  expire  or  nutil  others  shall  be 
elected  or  appointed  in  their  stead;  the  first 
election  of  said  officers  shall  Lake  place  on 
the  eighteenth  day  of  April  next,  which 
election  shall  be  Held  aud  conducted  in  the 
same  inauuer,  so  far  as  practicable  us  all 


not  qualify  as  required  by  law,  within  ten 
days  alter  the  canvass  of  his  election  or  after 
his  appointment  by  the  board  of  trustees, 
bis  ofice  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  as  va¬ 
cant. 

10.  Aud  be  it  enacted.  That  the  village 
president  shall  be  the  chief  executive  officer 
of  the  village,  lie  shall,  when  present,  pre¬ 
side  at  all  meetings  of  the  board  of  trustees, 
aud  iu  case  of  a  tie,  have  a  casting  vote  in 
their  proceedings  ;  he  shall  cull  special 
meetings  of  the  board  of  trustees  whenever 
he  shall  deem  such  meetings  necessary,  or 
upon  tbe  written  request  of  three  of  t-be 
trustees;  he  shall  sign  all  declarations  of  the 
sale  of  lands  and  real  estate  for  unpaid  -as¬ 
sessments,  and  nil  warrants  for  the  with¬ 
drawal  of  moneys  from  the  village  treasurer, 
and  all  notes,  bonds  or  obligations  to  be 
given  for  the  payment  of  money  by  the  vil¬ 
lage;  he  shall  at  least  once  in  each  yesr, 
communicate  to  tbe  board  of  trustees  a  gen¬ 
eral  statement  in  writing  of  the  situation 
and  condition  of  the  village  in  relation  to  its 
government,  finances  and  improvements, 
w  ith  such  recommendations  as  he  shall  deem 
proper  ;  he  shall  be  vigilant  in  causing  the 
ordinances  of  the  village  to  be  enforced,  and 
shall  exercise  a  constant  supervision  over  the 
acts  and  conduct  of  all  subordinate  officers, 
and  examine  into  all  the  complaints  that 
may  be  preferred  against  them. 

11.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  the  president 
for  the  time  being  be  and  hereby  is  invested 
with  all  the  powers  of  a  police  justice,  aud 
is  authorized,  on  witnessing  any  breach  of 
the  peace,  forthwith  and  without  any  war¬ 
rant  or  other  process,  to  commit  the  offender 
or  offenders  for  a  bearing  before  him  as  such 
police  justice,  aud  to  hear  and  determine 
the  case  of  such  offender  or  offenders,  and 
punish  said  offendwr  or  offenders,  or  hold  to

To  establish  and  regulate  one  or  more  pounds, 
anil  to  restrain  and  prevent  the  running  at  large  or 
grazing  uf  hones,  cattle,  swine,  and  other  ‘animals, 
geese  and  other  poultry,  on  the  streeta  or  public 
grounds  and  to  authorize  the  impounding  and  sale 
of  such  aoiinals  aud  poultry  for  the  penalty  in¬ 
curred,  and  the  coat  of  impouuding,  keeping  and 
selling  the  same  ; 

TUT  To  regulate  all  sporti.  games,  exhibitions  and 
public  performances.  * 

IX.  To  prevent  snd  punish  excessive  driving  or  rid¬ 
ing  in  any  street  or  avenue,  driving  overt) T  upon  any 
sidewalk,  and  cruelty  to  animal  or  animals,  and  to  au¬ 
thorize  the  arrest  and  detaiuiug  (without  warrant)  of 
auy  person  who  may  be  guilty  of  the  same 

X  To  provide  for  the  protection  of  the  health  of  the 
village  ;  to  guard  against  the  introduction  and  to  pre¬ 
vent  the  spread  of  contegloq^  or  pestilential  diseases  : 
to  remove  as  far  as  possible  the  source  of  disease,  and 
to  adopt  aud  enforce  such  measures  aa  they  may  deem 
necessary  to  secure  aud  preserve  tbe  sanitary  condition 
of  the  village ;  -  - 

XL  To  adopt  all  legal  and  requisite  measures  for 
levying  aud  collecting  of  taxes  ; 

XII.  To  manage,  regulate  and  control  the  finances  and 
the  property,  real  and  personal  of  the  village  ; 

XIII.  To designate  and  determine  what  are  nuisances 
of  every  kind,  snd  toabete  and  remove  the  same  ;  and 
to  compel  the  owner  or  occupant  of  any  lot<Jiouse,  shed, 
cellar  or  place  wherein  may  be  carried  on  any  business 
or  occupation,  or  in  or  upon  which  is  or  may  exist  or 
be  any  matter  or  thiug  which  is  ot  may  by  said  board 
of  trustees  be  deemed  to  be  detrimental  to  tbs  health  of

lage  ;  the  polls  shall  open  at  three  o’clock 
in  the  afternoon,  and  close  at  seven  and  ou*- 
balf  oclock  in  the  afternoon,  and  said  elec¬ 
tion  shall  be  conducted  by  the  villuge  clerk 
and  one  judge  of  election,  iu  the  same  man¬ 
ner  prescribed  by  law  for  the  election  of  of¬ 
ficers  in  the  tow  uship  of  Clinton,  hut  no 
ballot  for  the  election  of  trustees  shall  have 
more  than  two  names;  returns  of  all  elections 
of  village  officers  shall  be  stated  and  sigued 
by  the  judge  thereof  and  attested  under 
oath  by  the  clerk,  and  within  forty-eight 
hours  after  the  closing  of  the  polls  filed  in 
the  office  of  tbe  village  clerk;  the  said  judge 
and  clerk  shall,  withiu  five  days  after  such 
election,  also  tile  a  copy  of  said  return  in 
the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  ;  and 
the  expenses  of  such  elections  shall  be  au¬ 
dited  and  paid  by  said  board  of  trustees. 

6.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  the  president 
and  trustees  shall  not  receive  any  compen¬ 
sation  or  emoluments  for  their  services  as 
such  trustees,  directly  or  iudirectly,  and  the 
other  officeA  shall,  iu  additiou  to  the  officers 
in  townships  of  this  state,  if  any,  receive 
such  additional  compensation  as  the  board 
of  trustees  may  from  time  to  time  designate 
by  ordinance  ;  before  any  of  the  said  officers 
or  any  officer  appointed  by  said  board  of 
trustees  shall  enter  npon  the  duties  of  his 
office,  he  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath 
or  affirmation  before  some  person  author¬ 
ized  to  administer  the  same,  that  he  will 
well  and  faithfully  execute  the  duties  of  his 
office  to  the  best  of  his  ability,  skill,  and 
understanding,  which  oath  shall  be  filed  in 
tbe  office  of  the  village  clerk,  and  also  in  tha 
office  of  the  coanty  clerk,  within  ten  days 
after  the  election;  in  case  a  vacancy  shall 
occur  in  the  office  of  president  or  trustee,  by 
reason  of  neglect  or  refusal  to  serve,  removal 
from  the  village,  or  any  ether  cause,  the 
trustees  shall  elect  by  a  majority  of  their 
whole  number,  some  person  to  fill  the  va¬ 
cancy  ;  and  in  case  two  ot  more  vacancies  in 
tbe  office  of  president  or  trustees  shall  exist 
at  the  same  time,  a  special  election  shall  be 
ordered  by  the  trustees  for  the  purpose  of 
filling  the  same,  which  xpecial  election  shall 
be  advertised  and  conducted  in  the  same 
mupar  |9  the  annual  elections. 

T.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  at  the  close  of 
such  annual  or  special  election  the  judge  and 
olerk  thereof  vh*U  proceed,  without  delay, 
to  count  the  vote*  cm*  Jot  tbe 


ish;d  or  held  to  bail  to  answer;  and  in  case 
of  any  riot,  disturbance  or  disorderly  assem¬ 
blage,  he  shall  have  control  of  the  constable 
or  constables  of  the  vilbtge,  and  have  the 
right  to  cull  upon  the  citizens  for  aid  to 
quell  the  same  aud  maiutuin  the  public 
peace. 

12.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  in  the  event 
of  the  temporary  absence  from  the  village  of 
the  president,  the  t>ourd  of  trustees  shall 
have  power  to  appoint  from  their  own  num¬ 
ber  au  acting  president,  who  shall,  during 
such  absence,  be  invested  with  ail  the  power, 
aud  discharge  all  the  duties  of  said  presi¬ 
dent. 

13.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  board  of 
trustees  shall  hold  an  annual  meeting  within 
teu  days  after  their  election  in  each  year, 
ami  such  other  regular  meetings  as  they 
from  time  to  time  appoint,  and  such  special 
meetings  as  may  be  called  by  the  president: 
such  meetiugs  shall  always  be  open  to  the 
legal  voters  of  the  village;  and  iu  case  the 
prewdent  or  acting  president  shall  be  absent 
at  any  meeting,  they  may  choose  ou*  of 
their  own  number  to  preside  pro  tempore  ; 
three  trustees  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business,  but  any  smaller 
number  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time;  tbe 
tiustees  may  adopt,  alter  and  repeal  by-laws 
for  their  own  government;  in  the  failure  of 
any  trustee  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the 
board  for  two  successive  mouths,  or  more, 
the  other  trustees  shall  have  power  to  declare 
his  seat  vacant  and  to  fill  the  same  os  afore¬ 
said;  said  board  shal'  make  and  post  in  five 
public  places  in  said  village  at  least  one 
week  before  the  annual  election,  a  detailed 
statement  of  their  receipts  and  disburi-e- 
ments- (iu  tabulated  form)  during  the  pre¬ 
ceding  year  ;  said  trustees,  collectively  and 
individually,  in  addition  to  the  powers  aud 
duties  hereby  conferred  or  imposed,  shall 
possess  the  power  and  perform  the  duties 
which  by  law  belong  to  or  are  imposed 
upon  the  members  of  township  committees 
in  the  several  townships  of  this  state,  so  far 
as  the  sam e  is  consistent  with  the  provis¬ 
ions  of  this  act,  and  no  trustee  or  trustees 
shall  under  any  pretence  whatsoever  be  al¬ 
lowed  to  be  interested,  directly  or  indirectly, 
in  any  way,  in  any  work  or  contract  where 
the  pri«e  or  consideration  thereof  is  to  be 
paid  from  the  village  treasury. 

14.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  th«  board  of 
trustees  shall  have  power  to  pass,  alter  sod 
repeal  from  time  to  time,  any  and  all  Rnch 
ordinances  as  they  shall  think  proper 
for  any  or  all  of  the  following  purposes,  fco 
wit  : 

I.  To  lay  oat,  op«D.  widen  or  straighten  any  street 
•  venae  or  section  of  the  same,  the  word  section  in  this 
•ct  to  be  understood  M  meaning  s  street,  avesue  or 
pert  of  the  seme  bounded  by  two  cross  streets  or  ave¬ 
nue*.  or  cause  to  be  verst^l  say  street  or  svsnne  si- 
reedy  laid  out  on  application  of  the  owners  of  the  ma¬ 
jority  of  the  ltoeel  feet  on  such  street,  s  venae  at  sec¬ 
tion  of  the  same  *  sad  to  tske  snd  sppropriste  for  sny 
of  such  purposes,  any  leads  sad  reel  estate  upon  met¬ 
ing  compensation  to  the  owosr  or  owners  thereof  by 
the  payment  id  damage*  ss  hereinafter  mentioned  sod 
provided  :

deem  necessary  snd  shall  direct ; 

XIV.  To  offer  snd  pay  rewards  from  time  to  time  for 
the  apprehension  ana  conviction  of  person  engaged  in 
crime,  or  in  the  violation  of  any  of  the  ordinances  of 
the  village  : 

XV.  To  provide  a  suitable  lock-up  or  place  for  tbe 
temporary  detention  of  criminals,  and  of  offenders 
against  the  ordinances  of  the  village,  whether  before  or 
after  conviction  , 

XVI.  To  locate,  regulate  and  remove  slaughterhouses, 
to  establish  aud  regulate  public  markets,  to  designate 
tbe  places,  times  and  mauner  of  selling  meats,  fish, 
vegetables  snd  iruit  in  such  public  markets,  or  in  tjie 
public  streets  or  grounds. snd  to  prohibit  the  sale  there¬ 
of  without  license  for  that  purpose  first  l  ad  and  ob¬ 
tained  according  to  any  ordinance  of  said  trustees  ; 

XVII.  To  prevent  or  regulate  the  erection  or  main¬ 
tenance  of  auy  swumg,  stoop,  steps,  platform,  bay  win¬ 
dow,  swinging  gate,  cellar  door,  area,  descent  into  s 
cellar  or  basement,  sign,  banuer,  post  or  erection  or 
projection  of  any  kind  in,  aver  or  upon  any  street  or 
highway  or  public  place  ;  and  to  remove  the  same  when 
erected  at  the  expense  of  the  owner  or  accupaut  of  the 
premises  iu  front  of  which  the  same  may  be  ; 

XVIII.  To  restrain  and  suppress  disorderly  and  grfm- 
ing  houses  and  houses  of  ill-fame,  as  well  ss  all  instru¬ 
ments  and  devices  used  for  gaming  ;  and  to  prohibit 
and  prevent  all  gaming  aud  fraudulent  devices  of  every 
kind  ; 

XIX.  To  prescribe  and  define  the  duties  and  compen¬ 
sations,  if  any,  of  all  officers  or  ageuts  appointed  by  the 
ooard  of  trustees  for  any  general  or  special  p  urpose, 
and  the  penalty  or  penalties  for  failing  jo  perform  such 
duties,  ana  the  bonds  and  sureties  to  be  given  for  the 
faithful  discharge  thereof,  except  as  may  be  herein  oth¬ 
erwise  provided. 

16.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  board  of  fruatees 
shall  have  power  to  pass,  after  and  repeal  any  and  all 
such  additional  ordinances  not  contrary  to  the  laws  of 
this  state  or  of  the  United  States,  as  they  judge  neces¬ 
sary  to  carry  into  effect  the  powers  snd  dutn-s  comer- 
red  and  imposed  upon  them  by  this  or  any  other  law. 

16.  And  be  it  enacted, "That  in  all  cases  where  the 
board  of  trustees  shall  hava  the  authority  to  psss  or¬ 
dinances  on  auy  subject,  they  shall  be  and  are  hereby 
empowered  to  prescribe  a  penalty  or  penalties  far  the 
violation  of  auy  such  ordinances,  or  auy  part  thereof, 
either  by  imprisonment  in  the  common  jail  ol  said  coun¬ 
ty  for  auy  term  not  exceeding  thirty  days,  or  by  fine 
not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  or  by  both.

That  the  board  of  trustees 
shall  have  power  by  ordinance,  to  be  passed  before  the

For  the  payment  of  any  indebtedness  of  the  vil¬ 
lage,  or  of  any  interest  on  the  same. 

That  ths  board  of  trustees 
shall  have  power  to  borrow  money  from  time’  to  time, 
for  all  purposes,  for  which  they  are  authorized  to  raise 
money  by  tax,  in  anticipation  «f  the  taxes  (or  any  cur¬ 
rant  year,  to  ah  amount  not  exceeding  in  the  whole  the 
sim»  Of  four  thousaud  dollar*  *  and  for  any  special  pur 
poee,  such  as  the  layiDg  out,  opening,  vacating,  straight 
euing,  altering  or  widening  of  auy  street  or  highwayTor 
the  altering  of  the  grade  of  any  street  or  highway,  ’  or 
any  part  thereof,  in  anticipation  of  assessments’  for 
such  improvement,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  the 
cost  of  auch  improvement,  aud  for  any  period  not  ex¬ 
ceeding  the  term  of  two  years  ;  and  to  secure  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  such-  loans  by  bond  or  other  instrument,  seal¬ 
ed  with  the  common  seat  of  said  village,  and  signed  by 
the  village  president  and  clerk  ;  and  tbal  the  said  board

township  of  Clinton  are  assessed  sod  collected  ;  provid¬ 
ed,  tost  no  tax  for  the  expense  of  the  commissioners  to 
lay  out  streets,  avenues  aud  public  squares  in  tbe 
township  of  Clinton  and  county  of  Essex,  aud  for  other 
purposes  (according  to  an  act  passed  February  nine¬ 
teenth,  oue  thousand  eight  hundred  aud  aeveuty-two, 
or  any  suppluineut  thereto),  aball  ><e  assessed  and  col¬ 
lected  witnin  toe  limits  of  said  village,  aud  that  aaid  as¬ 
sessor  snd  said  collector  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
from  the  said  board  of  trustees,  for  the  additional' ser¬ 
vice  to  be  rendered  uuder  this  fict,  toe  sum  ol  six  cents 
for  every  name  upon  their  respective  duplicates  of  per¬ 
sons  within  the  said  village  to  he  taxed  in  accordance 
with  this  act. 

36.  And  be  It  enacted,  That  all  said  taxes  so  assessed 
uuder  aud  iu  pursuance  ol  auy  auch  ordinance,  and  all

thereof,  public  notice  of  such  contemplated  Improve 
ment  shall  begiven  by  the  village  clerk,  by  posting 
copy  af  the  proposed  ordinance  for  at  least  two  weeks 
before  the  meeting  of  the  board  of  trustees  at  which 
auch  ordinance  shall  be  considered,  in  five  public  places 
of  aaid  village,  which  notice  shall  atate  the  time  and 
place  of  the  suid  meetiug  of  toe  board,  at  which  they 
will  proceed  to  consider  the  aaid  ordinance  ;  at  auch 
meeting  ample  opportunity  shall  be  given  to  all  parties 
in  favor  of  or  opposed  to  said  improvement  to  present 
their  viewa  with  reierence  to  tbe  same,  either  In  writ¬ 
ing  or  otherwise,  as  the  board  of  trustees  may  at  tbe 
time  direct,  snd  the  board  shall  in  theli  discretion  ad¬ 
journ  from  time  to  time  for  a  further  consideration  of 
the  matter. 

83.  And  be  It  enacted.  That  any  ordinance  which  may 
be  passed  by  the  board  of  trustees  for  any  or  tbe  afore¬ 
said  improvements,  shall  be  accompanied  by  s  map 
prepared  under  the  direction  of  the  board  of  trustees, 
showing  tbulocation  and  character  of  tbe  improvement, 
toe  lands  and  real  estate,  if  any,  to  lie  taken  therefore 
and  the  name  or  nau.es.  as  far  as  can  be  ascertained,  of 
the  owner  or  owners  ot  such  lands  and  real  estate, 
which  map  shall  be  filed  In  tbe  office  of  the  village 
clerk. 

83.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  any  or  all  of  tbe  aforesaid 
improvement*  shall  be  made  by  contract  under  the 
direction  of  the  board  of  trustees  ;  that  the  contract 
shall  issue  is  tbe  usual  form  of  contract  for  public 
works,  and  that  ths  contract  shall  be  awarded  to  the 
lowest  bidder  ;  provided,  be  can  give  sufficient  security

a  give  sufficient  ee- 
oon  tract ;  provided  aleo. 
the  owner  ou  owner*  of  the  property  to  be  Improved 
shall  have  the  liberty  of  doing  the  work,  under  the  di¬ 
rection  of  ths  board  of  trustees  ;  the  board,  however, 
may  reserve  the  right  to  rqjeot  any  and  all  bide.
